Building a good herd of Guernsey cat- 
tle is a big job and takes a lot of time 
and energy. Allen Stigler, an Ayrshire 
breeder, was so impressed with the 
amount of time he expended in milking 
his cows that he decided to do a little 
research work on the subject. He found 
that there were from 340 to 350 squirts 
in a gallon of milk. Considering that 
he had been in business 15 years, he es- 
timated he had milked 109,500 gallons 
of milk. Converted into squirts, in that 
period he had squirted 37,777,500 times. 
Now that is a lot of squirts to get into a 
bucket, and you can see for yourself why 
working with cows is a 24-hour job. Is it 
any wonder that the cow business has 
such a hard time to get enough help when 
you. think of the number of hours it 
takes? That is why I have always said 
there are cnly two classes of men work- 
ing with cows. Either a_ fellow likes 
cows, and is willing to spend the time 
with them, or else he cannot make a 
living anv other way. 

There is another side to this squirt 
business, besides the kind that goes into 
a bucket, that interests me. Yes, I mean 
seme of the people who are in it. Back 
more years than I care to think about, I 
was a tester down in the southern Ohio 
region. Among my clients was a Jersey 
breeder who had _ spent considerable 
money getting together quite a_ nice 
herd. Feel took a jump that spring, and 
this man got the idea that he was not go- 
ing to pay the price. He purchased a car 
of cotton-seed-meal and put his cows 
on a die. of that. I arrived on the 
scene about a month after he had started 
this unusual treatment, and was_ sur- 
prised to find that the pounds of milk 
each cow gave about equalled the pounds 
of cottonsced-meal they were receiving. 

Then, there is the fellow who goes to 
@ sale and buys some of the good animals 
of the After the sale he loads 
them into a truck and takes them home 
to a chicken house, or 


breed. 


a horse barn, or 
an overcrowded cow barn. He _ turns 
these good cows over to an ordinary 


farmer, 
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who already has his hands full, 
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end expects him to put records on them, 


send out a show herd, and sell bulls for 
a figure that would rival K. C. Sly. If 
in three or four years’ time his farm is 


not showing a profit, then his cattle are 
not the best in the community, and he 
bas not received the blessings of his Cat- 
ite Club, and he thinks the breed is a 
dud. I recently heard of a fellow in an- 
cther breed that about fits into this 
class. He spent somewhere over $50,000 
getting himself established with a good 
herd. He had seven or eight cows that 
had made from 800 to 1000 Ibs. of fat. 
He had 1 manager who would milk from 
12 to 15 cows three times per day, be- 
sides tryitig to keep everything else done. 
When the end came, and his cows were 
being marched through the sales ring, 
cnly four of the 38 milking were sound. 
In attempting to find an answer to all 
these shy quarters and slow breeders, an 
old dairyman had this to say, “This man 
was trying to get to the top in a hurry, 
and the only way his manager could 
keep him satisfied was to feed his cows 
grain with a scoop shovel.” 

There is another kind of a squirt that 
needs a little exposing, and that is the 
man who has a nice place, but thinks that 
this pedigree business is a racket, and so 
goes and buys himself a bunch of 
pedigree propagators. He hires himself 
a so-called cow man for $100 per month, 
Cumps these nondescripts into his lap, 
and then being the hard business man 
he is, proceeds to tell the cow man how 
to breed cattle. The results are always 
the same; in this case the sale was held 
this spring after some four or five hectic 
years. 

A fellow who should be included in this 
class is the man who thinks herd sanita- 
tion is somethink the other fellow should 
abcut. When he gets an infection 

herd he tries to ignore it, or 
leaves aborting cows in his herd so that 
they can build up the immunity of the 
others. These kind of fellows have an 
idea that a germ is something about the 
and all you have to do 
is keep your eyes open, and if you see 
it rolling toward you pick up a club 
and knock it off your place.

I know of still another man who needs 
a little broadside, and that is the man 
who buys a run-down farm. He spends 
money fixing up the buildings, he buys

good catite, and then after a couple of 
years wonders why his cows don’t breed 
and they look so shaggy and un- 
thrifty part of the time. You say, “Why 
lis answer is simple,” and so it is, but 
in hig rush to get everything in shape he 
nas overlooked building up his soil that 
teeds his animals. I knew a fellow who 
lived along the Little Miami River, and 
one day one of his friends said, “John, 
where is your best soil?” John said, 
am not sure, but I have a hunch the 
best of it is down below New Orleans by 
this time.” Soil needs care and feeding, 
and must be kept at home. 

The brains and management behind a 
herd are the -most important factors in 
tne building of a good herd of cattle. 
Any thoughts that I can give you about 
breeding are all predicated on the fact 
that the man behind the cows is re- 
sponsible to a great extent for the suc- 
cess of the herd—it may be the owner, it 
may be the manager, it may be the herds- 
man, it may be an adviser, or it may be 
combinations of all. Some time back I 
heard about “The Herdsman” of a great 
Holstein farm. It was said that he was 
« whiz at remembering cattle, and that 
he was uncanny at mating animals that 
would nick, but when it came to showing 
people around and telling them about 
what he knew, he just would not do it. 

I have always been one of those fel- 
luws interested in cow families. There is 
an old saying that impresses me very 
much, and that is “There never was a 
great man or bull that did not have a 
great mother.” So let’s start with the 
cow. How much can you see by looking 
ata Guernsey cow? The ordinary far- 
mer sees so much milk, and a 16 cents 
per pound carcass; the retailer sees 60 
cents per pound, and you figure you will 
have to part with $1.00 whether you can 
chew the steak or not. 

As breeders, we must see more than 
this. The most of us know how to read 
and interpret pedigrees. We have our 
ideas about size, and whether a cow lacks 
or has dairy temperament, but we must 
look deeper than these things. We 
must decide for ourselves what influence 
the adding of this cow will have on our 
herd in the next five years. Do her pro- 
geny look as if the family is breeding on, 
and what about the female line she comes 
from? Is she the only good cow in the 
family? I remember I once swapped a

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On the Holstein Front

Enroute to Calumet Count (Wisconsin) 
with Paul Christoph, we stopped for a 
short visit at the Oosterhuis herd near 
Oconomowoc, the “Home of the Home- 
steads” owned by the popular former 
national association president. Here we 
had the privilege of seeing the promis- 
ing prospective new herd sire, Oostie 
Pride of the Homesteads, the calf on 
which Oostie had conducted the naming 
contest. Paul was the winner of this 
little game on which Oostie paid a first 
prize of $25. Nearly 100 names were 
submitted from both the east and the 
west and the second and third prizes 
were paid to Connecticut and New York 
breeders. 

This aristocratic calf is sired by the 
senior sire, the 5-year-old Carnation Im- 
perial Senator who has some two-year-old 
daughters freshening here with very 
pleasing udders. “Senator” is by “Imper- 
ial” from Carnation Josephine Mooie. 
The dam of the calf, Oostie Princess Inka 
is also the dam of the V.G. three-year- 
old Jr. herd sire Oostie Lochinvar 
Homestead who is by Montvic Posch 
Lochinvar No. 2 out of the same dam 
as the famous “Dale” and “Emily.” This 
Princess cow, the state record 2X, 3-year- 
eld with 800 Ibs. of fat, has about all 
the qualities one would want for the 
dam of a herd sire. 


Among the other intensely bred Home- 
stead females at Oosterhuis’ were the 
two Excellents, Oostie Premier Elizabeth 
Colantha, daughter of Premier Oostie, 
and Oostie Princess Elizabeth, daughter 
of Hoesly Canary Joe. We were es- 
pecially interested in seeing Oostie Wind- 
sor Dora, first 3-year-old and grand 
champion at the very strong 1948 Wau- 
kesha Dairy Show. She is going to be 
a cow of enormous size, but she had 
plenty of refinement with a_ beautiful 
udder. Her dam had been sold to the 
Christophs where she is finishing her 
second record over 700 of fat. 

Calumet County 

The fertile acres of Calumet County 
roll gently toward Lake Michigan from 
almost the entire eastern shore line of 
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ADMIRAL BONNY GIRL 

Gold Medal Proven Sire. His daughters 
with records up to 882 Ibs. and 2 classi- 
fied Excellent, show an increase in DHIA 
of 35 lbs. of fat, from 418 to 453 Ibs. 
Most of his daughters were proven in the 
herds of Leonard Seybold, Forest Junc- 
tion and Edwin Seybold, Hilbert, Wis- 
consin. 
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Lake Winnebago, Wisconsin’s largest in- 
land lake. Naturally, Wisconsin has 
many well organized county Holstein 
groups and Calumet is one of them. 
The county is essentially agricultural. 
Chilton, the county seat, “In the Garden 
of Wisconsin,” has less than 2500 popu- 


lation. And there are probably a 
dozen cities in the Badger state claiming 
a larger population than this entire 
county. 


Justifiable pride in both their county 
accomplishments and their neighbors’ 
herds appeared to be of prime impor- 
tance with each breeder that I met. Wis- 
consin breeders chose their state presi- 
dent from Calumet county. The Fred 
Pabst activity trophy was brought back 
to this county from the 1948 state meet- 
ing at Fort Atkinson. 

Extensive plans are now under way for 
the sixth annual Calumet “400” purebred 
Holstein sale to be held at Chilton on 
November 6th. The “400,” of course, 
means every dam with over 400 of fat. 
Averages up to $447 have been made on 
past sales with a generous representation 
of classified, large record animals and 
gold and silver medal and proven sires. 

Christoph Farms 

This herd, originally Ormsbys, 
been inherently Homestead breeding 
since 1935. Theo Christoph was joined 
by his son Paul when Paul finished at 
the University a few years ago. 

There are three sections of the herd, 
all on DHIA with a dozen to 15 on A. 
R. 2X tesi. On classification, 53 head 
made the unusual score of 85.5 points, 
which is almost unequalled for any 
farmer breeder herd of that size. There 
are 3 Excellents and 30 V. G. I could 
readily share the enthusiasm of one of 
the official classifiers that I had talked 
with who spoke so highly of the remark- 
able cow families and excellent udders 
here. 

The A. R. records won 17th place on 
the 1946 Honor List and included the 
new state champion 2X junior 4-year-old, 
Trumpy De Kol Excetter. The present 
Christoph sires are both of Carnation 
breeding, the older a well proportioned 
son of Governor from a full sister to 
Renown, the younger, a fiery little son 
of Revelation from one of the Imperial 
daughters with close to 1000 ‘Ibs. fat. 
Paul showed me one husky calf that 
traced 33 times to North Star Joe Home- 
stead. 

When Paul and his father are not 
engaged with cattle, they have purebred 
Shropshire sheep, Chester White hogs, 
Percheron and Belgian horses to occupy 
their time. Then for further recreation 
they have a large certified seed business 
(malt barley, oats, wheat and flax and 
clover) as well as the raising of sugar 
beets and canning corn and peas. 

Meadow Brook 

Leonard Seybold, proprietor of 
Meadow Brook Holstein Farm, Forest 
Junction, is serving his second year as 
president of the state association.

He is mainly 
responsible for the development of the 
Gold Medal Sire, Admiral Bonny Girl, 
who spent practically all of his life in 
the Meadow Brook herd. This sire, a5 
well as the other Ormsb bulls, was used 
in conjunction with Leonard’s brother, 
Edwin, and in the Knauf and Tesch 
Kaytee Farms herd. He was in service 
up until his death a year ago at l4 
years. 


Leonard has a 2-year-old son of Ad- 
miral Bonny Girl from Bonny Girl's 
highest record daughter, the Excellent 
Cherrybold Ormsby Mooie Girl, 882 lbs. 
fat, 2X, at 7 years and 2769 Ibs. of fat 
in 4 lactztions. A maternal sister to 
this young bull, by Burke, sold for $4100 
to top the last Top-of-the-Crop sale.

Leonard Mirsberger, president of the 
county association and owner of Good- 
right Farm near Hilbert, had piloted me 
from the Christoph’s. When Leonard 
and I arrived at his farm, the girls were 
about to close a sale of a bull calf to a 
southern Wisconsin breeder. 

Incidentally, these charming young 
daughters of Leonard’s, Arlene and 
Grace run things at Goodright Farm since 
Leonard is out most of the time selling 
DairyVacs. The girls use this machine 
on the cows and, in every other respect, 
keep the place in tip-top shape. 

Arlene, still in high school had been 
pronounced the healthiest girl in Calu- 
met County; Grace, who was feeding the 
cows when we arrived, is secretary of the 
County Association and she was out- 
standing girl in 4-H in the state in 1946. 


Two of Leonard’s former sires are 
now in service in the Scientific Breeding 
School at Madison. One of these, the 
Fxcellent Triune Fobes Mechthilde, he 
reserved service for 15 months. This 
bull’s first 5 daughters just missed an 
average of 500 of fat actual production, 
5.85%. The other bull was Sir Bonny 
Ormsby Fobes 15th GM-V.G. He has 
two Excellent daughters, one of them, 
Goodright Fayne Johanna Ormsby, 772 
of fat, still in the herd.

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Presidential Address 


At Open Forum Day, Kansas City, Mo., June 2, 1948 


I regard it a privilege to greet you at 
this, the sixty-third annual convention 
of our Association. Many breeders have 
pleasant memories of the meeting which 
was held at Kansas City in 1922. That 
was twenty-six years ago and it was the 
first convention under the present dele- 
gate system. It seems fitting that we 
should again assemble in the Heart of 
America to give serious consideration to 
several subjects of fundamental im- 
portance to the Holstein Industry. It is 
very interesting to note that both Kansas 


and Missouri were among the twelve 
states which accounted for 52% of the 


tetal agricultural income for 1947. 


It was about four years after the first 
world war that we met in Kansas City. 
Prices for Holsteins had reached an all- 
time high, and the business of our As- 
sociation had reached its peak for that 
era. It is now about four years since 
the end of the greatest and most dis- 
asterous conflict the world has _ ever 
known. The recession widely forecast 
for 1947 and 1948 has not yet arrived, 
due largely to the high level of exports 
of foods and other commodities that has 
been maintained to South America, The 
Far East, Europe and the rest of the 
world. Future prospects for the over- 
all United States economy seem to in- 
dicate that although, prices and busi- 
reach still higher levels in 
1948, a readjustment to lower levels is 
probable in the sometime not too dis- 
tant future. 

The average price of all Holsteins 
sold in public sales in the United States 
in 1947 was $418.00, an all-time high. 
In terms of registrations, transfers, and 
memberships for 1947, your Association’s 
business exceeded that of 1922 by about 


35%.

However, during the past few years 
of expanding activity we have become 
increasingly alarmed as to our effciency 
in rendering the desired and necessary 
services t2 our Holstein breeders. Costs 
of operations have increased and several 
important activities for breed improve- 
ment and promotion have been omitted 
or severely curtailed. 


At the June 1947 meeting, the Board 
ef Directors appointed a special com- 
mittee of three with authority to ar- 
range for a management survey of our 
Brattleboro office. In accordance with 
this assignment, the committee employed 
Barrington Associates of New York City 
to conduct a business efficiency survey 
which would include an analysis of and 
recommendations on the operation as .a 
whole, 


covering such subjects as_per- 
sonnel, wage rates, hours per week, 
office space, office lay-out, forms and 
systems, office equipment, incentive 
plans. and organization. One of the 


primary objectives o- this stucly was to 
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cevelop ways and means of overcoming 
the backlog of work and to insure that 
it would 1ot occur in the future.

lurthermore, they advised that aside 
from the economics of additional out- 


side space, there were other reasons why 


it should not be acquired. A major 
reason being that it would create a 
“divided” organization—a situation that 


the Association has been endeavoring to 


overcome for years. 


They recommended a number of 
structural changes in our office building 
to facilitate greater efficiency in the of- 
fice force. These changes involved mov- 
ing of partitions,.more adequate light- 
ing, and a relocation of files. They of- 
fered several suggestions for changes in 
our Executive Organization to properly 
correlate the relations between members, 
board and management. It is_ these 
changes which have _ necessitated the 
changes in our by-laws. At the December 
meeting, the Board approved the Special 
Committee report and authorized the 
committee to continue the services o£ 
Barrington Associates in effectuating 
these recommendations. 


Our staff at the Brattleboro office 
has given full cooperation in the analy:

tems. We are still lacking certain key 
vdministrative and supervisory personne} 
necessary for efficiency in production, 

We beiieve this study has been lon 
past due, and furthermore, we feel that 
the cost might properly be spread oyer 
many succeeding years. 

The installation of the new sysytems, 
lzyouts, etc., will be completed shortly. 
The entire staff is now located in the 
main building, the new system _proced- 
ures have been installed and the te. 
organization of the work assignments and 
the necessary organizational changes have 
been made. However, it will take time 
before the new procedures will work 
smoothly for the staff must acquire ex- 
perience at its new task. Our registra- 
tion department is still several weeks 
behind, but this backlog should decline 
from now on as the new assignments 
become assimilated. 

The primary function of our organi- 
zation, as provided in the constitution, js 
that of breed improvement. It has long 
been felt that while we have volumes of 
information relative to production and 
type, we lave never fully utilized this 
data through analysis and research. The 
proposed reorganization provides for a 
research Civision. It has been suggested 
that the research work should be directed 
both at breed improvement and _provid- 
ing materials that will be helpful to the 
extension department. 


During the past year 252 breeders 
tested for advanced registry, 1080 in 
Herd Test. and 917 herds were classified 
for type. In spite of this tremendous 
increase over previous years, it repre- 
sents a very small percentage of breed- 
crs who zre participating in our ap- 
proved program of breed improvement. 
During the last eight years we have 
registered more than a million animals 
including 800,000 females. This would 
indicate a population of 700,000 to 
800,000 females, or perhaps, 400,000 to 
500,000 cews and heifers of milking age. 
Yet, last year we tested only 3200 in ad- 
vanced registry and 24.000 in herd test, 
and classified only 18,835 animals of 
both This number should be 
greatly increased by convincing a greater 
number of breeders of the value and im- 
portance of our breed improvement pro- 
However, we must bear in mind 
the cost of these programs to the organi- 
zation over and above the receipts from 
fees paid in by our breeders, and the 
increased burden to the Association as 
their adoption becomes  widespzead. 
This was the occasion for the fee in 
creases voted last year. Further i 
creases may become necessary in the 
future if more breeders avail themselves 
of our testing and classification pzograms, 
and unless the cost of carrying on the 
work declines in the meatime. Our 
major sources of income are from regis 
trations, transfers and memberships.

This story might well be a tribute to 
a bull. He was sent to the butcher well 
over a decade ago, during the depression 
days, and virtually forgotten. Except for 
a group of his daughters who have dem- 
onstrated outstanding producing ability 
and unusual long life, he might have 
been just another sire. 

Used in a small farmer herd his oppor- 
tunities were somewhat restricted. His 
daughters became quite widely scattered 
since many of them were sold out of the 
herd where they originated. Only eleven 
were Officially tested; they have 37 rec- 
ords in HIR with an actual average of 
14,846 Ibs. of milk and 488 Ibs. of fat 
with an average lactation of 11 months. 
Twenty-five of the above records were 
made on 2X under farmer conditions. 
Three of his daughters have gone over 
the 100,000-Ib. milk mark, two of them 
are still alive and going strong at 14 years 
of age, and more impressive still, two of 
these daughters head remarkable cow 
families. Slow maturing, with some of 
their best records made between 10 and 
13 years of age his daughters mark him as 
a sire of extreme prepotency concerning 
the transmission of longevity and year 
after year production. His full brother 
also endowed long life to his daughters 
and close scrutiny of the records will

care on two milkings daily, with most of 
the feed which makes up the ration being 
grown on the farm. This ration, rela- 
tively low in protein, consists largely of 
ground oats, ground corn and cob, soy 
bean oil meal, and a small amount of 
commercial dairy mix. Corn silage does 
not figure in-the ration, but Willson, be- 
ing an advocate of good hay, grows sever- 
al acres of alfalfa each year and keeps an 
adequate supply of it before his cows at 
all times. Since cows are by nature con- 
sumers of roughage, Wilson would rather 
have his get the bulk of their protein 
from good quality hay rather than from 
a highly concentrated grain ration.

tions are that his system of feeding has 
had a great deal to do with it. 

In addition to operating his 80-acre 
farm, he is in partnership with his son 
and son-in-law on 200 additional acres of 
farming land; he also finds time to fatten 
a herd of hogs during the fall months. 

As a Holstein breeder his greatest tri- 
umph concerns two outstanding cow fam- 
ilies—the “Maggies,” and the “Jennies.” 
His present herd is made up largely of 
members of the “Maggie” family, while 
the ‘Jennies,” most members of which 
are owned by Herbert T. Marcus (Don- 
gelley Farm) have been ushered into 
prominence largely through Jennie Cas- 
tine Calamity (Excellent) and her daugh- 
ter Jennie Matador Calamity (V.G.) 
whose record of 25,906 lbs. of milk and 
1053.4 ‘Ibs. of fat made at Dongelley in 
1946 captured the 3X title in Ohio re- 
gardless of age. According to Willson, 
these two families were good from the be- 
ginning, but an influential factor was no 
doubt added through the sire Wauseona 
King Fobes Segis. To get to the bottom 
of the story about this bull, let’s go back 
to the year 1916, and Kansas. 

That year a heifer was born in the 
Ballou and Simpson herd at Fort Dodge 
by the name of Pawnee Queen. Her sire 
was a bull called Willow Meadow King 
Pontiac. Marion Dorset was her dam. 
Sold to another Kansan by the name of 
Harry Gould, Pawnee Queen was des- 
tined to come to Ohio when Gould mov- 
ed to Wauseon to establish the Pleasant 
Ridge herd. Fred Burr of Wauseon, al- 
leged to know a good cow when he sees 
one, bought Pawnee Queen in the early 
20's, and in his herd she distinguished 
herself by making a record of 29,493 Ibs. 
of milk and 918 lbs. of fat at seven years 
of age on 4X. She was later sold to E. 
O. Paul of Cambridge City, Ind. where 
she spent the remainder of her life and 
died at a ripe old age of 16 years. Dur- 
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ing her life she bore six sons and five 
daughters. One of her daughters, Pleas- 
and Ridge Bettie Queen Segis made five 
AR records mostly on 2X _ averaging 
around 500 lbs. of fat in the Burr herd 
where she became quite well recognized 
for her ability to beget twin bull calves. 
One of these twin bulls, sired by De- 
CreamCo Bess Burke Fobes 3d, was Wau- 
seona King Fobes Segis. Willson comes 
into the story when he and his neigh- 
bor, Fred Vollmer, bought this straggling 
youngster for a herd sire. 


Willson’s first registered Holstein pro- 
cured from Walter A. Tappan of Delta, 
Ohio, in 1917, was a cow called Eva Fill- 
pail DeKol 3d. She was the fountain- 
head for the present “Maggie” family, 
and from her Willson has bred seven 
generations. The most accomplished 
member and “boss” of this family is 14- 
year old Maggie Fobes Artis—a daughter 
of Wauseona King Fobes Segis. Willson’s 
herd is composed largely of her daugh- 
ters and granddaughters, and in Fulton 
and surrounding counties, “Willson’s old 
‘Maggie’ cow,” is common lingo among 
Holstein breeders. Even with some of her 
records incomplete this old matron has 
amassed a total of 128,475 lbs. of milk 
and 4,320 Ibs. of fat all on 2X in HIR. 
Her highest record, 19,223 lbs. of milk 
and 697.1 lbs. of fat, was made at nine 
years of age, and at 14 years of age she 
has just dropped another heifer after 
completing a yearly lactation of 18,935 
Ibs. of milk and 630.7 Ibs. of fat (Sub. 
App.). A large cow is “Maggie,” show- 
ing remarkable agility for a cow of her 
age. She possesses an unusual amount of 
dairy character, with an_ exceptionally 
well attached udder considering the 
amount of milk she has’ produced on 
twice a day milking. According to Will- 
son she has been a wonderful feeder. 


Greater than her producing ability is 
her transmitting ability. Marking her as 
a great brood cow are four of her pro- 
ducing daughters ali by different sires. 


Three of her daughters and two grand- 
daughters have almost her identical color 
markings, mostly white (see picture), and 
a glance at the records indicate that they 
have inherited the same ability to fill 
the pail. Her youngest daughter in pro- 
duction sired by Carnation Creamelle 
Guardsman, is owned by D. R. Wiens of 
Swanton, Ohio. Indications are that she 
will make 400 Ibs. of fat as a first-calf 
heifer 2X. The other three are in Will- 
son’s herd. Here is a list of the records 
of the three Maggie daughters and a 
granddaughter. All the records are made 
on 2X in HIR. For the animals listed 
here, refer to the group photo.

It will be noted that King Castine 
Fobes Matador, sire of two of the above 
animals both with records over 700 Ibs. 
fat, is out of the Jennie family, and sired 
by Ormsby Della Matador. An analysis 
of the records will show that the combi- 
nation of Ormsby Della Matador with 
both the Maggie and Jennie families has 
produced striking results. Bred by Sam 
Miller of Swanton, Ohio, Ormsby Della 
Matador and his half brother, Ormsby 
Fobes Polkadot Inka, (both from the 
same daughter of Ormsby King Delta 
Fobes) have had much influence in west- 
ern and central Ohio through their use 
in the Central Ohio Breeder’s Ass’n at 
Columbus. x 

Ormsby Fobes Polkadot Inka spent his 
earlier life in the herd of John T. West- 
tick of Defiance, Ohio, where he was 
proved. He died recently after extensive 
use at almost 14 years of age. Ormsby 
Della Matador is still in service. Many 
outstanding cattle have come from the 
herd of veteran breeder Sam Miller and 
their accomplishments in Ohio is a story 
within itself. 

The “Jennie” family now at Dongelley 
stemmed from a cow by the name of 
Jennie Ormsby DeKol Castine 2d, pro- 
cured by Willson from Bernie F. Potter 
of Morenci, Mich., in the late 20’s. This 
cow traces back to the “Castines” made 
prominent during the latter years of 
World War I in the Swastika herd at 
Blissfield, Mich., through Castine DeKol 
5th—one of four AR daughters of Castine 
DeKol. The “Castines” appear to have 
originated in Vermont in an early day 
and brought to Ohio by Jacob Miller of 
Lodi, Ohio in 1895 through a cow he 
bred called Castine Lyons, dam of Cas- 
tine DeKol. 

Back in 


Willson’s herd, Wauseona 
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King Fobes Segis comes back into the pic- 
ture again when mated to a daughter of 
Jennie Ormsby DeKol Castine 2d to pro- 
duce the cow Jennie Castine Fobes. She 
was a large cow showing remarkable 
dairy character and a lot of quality. Ac- 
cording to Willson she milked as high as 
60 lbs. per day with her first calf. Her 
first three 1ecords, one of which was in- 
complete, averaged 13,599 Ibs. of milk 
and 441 Ibs. of fat. As a mature cow she 
was sold to S. S. Smith of Lima, Ohio. 
There she classified Very Good, and as 
an eight year old on 3X is credited with 
21,572 lbs. of milk and 677.8 Ibs. of fat, 
and the following year repeated with 
27,127 lbs. of milk and 873.7 lbs. of fat 
on 4X. Unfortunately she reacted to 
Bang’s in a test and slaughter program, 
but not before she had to her credit 
123,353 Ibs. of milk and 3,975.4 Ibs. of fat 
in a little over seven lactation periods in 
HIR and AR, with some of her records 
incomplete. In Willson’s herd she left a 
daughter much of her own resemblance. 
The name of this daughter—Jennie Cas- 
tine Calamity. 


This is where Herbert T. Marcus, 
owner of Dongelley Farm at Montgomery, 
Ohio, comes into the story. When the 
cornerstones were being laid for the 
purebred herd at Dongelley, Mrs. Mar- 
cus hit upon the idea of surprising her 
husband with a birthday present to fit 
into the scheme of their new dairy 
herd. With this in mind, friend and 
neighbor, Laurence Nisbet of Loveland, 
Ohio, was called to the scene, told of 
the plan, and sent on his way. Through 
the assistance of Fred Burr, Nisbet’s 
search ended at Willson’s with Jennie 
Castine Calamity and her oldest daugh- 
ter, Jennie Matador Calamity, finding 
a new home at Dongelley. Those who 
have followed current activities in Ohio 
know the important role this family is 
playing in the Dongelley program. 


The recent death of Jennie Castine 
Calamity marks the exit of a great 
brood cow. Calving recently at 12 years 
of age, she never recoverea from a serious 
case of milk fever. She went to Dongel- 
ley as a 7-year-old and was classified Ex- 
cellent. With incomplete records at two, 
five and seven years of age, and not test- 
ed at three and four years of age, this 
grand old cow amassed a total of 111,920 
Ibs. of milk and in the vicinity of 3,500 
lbs. of fat. Greater still, she dropped six 
heifers in a row, the youngest only a 
few weeks ago, and all are at Dongelley. 
“Jennie” showed many of the same char- 
acteristics as her “Aunt Maggie.” Her 
last record completed only a few months 
ago is recorded at 19,298 Ibs. of milk and 
639.9 lbs. of fat in 10 months (Sub. App.) 
During her stay at Dongelley she aver- 
aged a heifer every 11 months for 55 
months, and during the interim she pro- 
duced 70,000 lbs. of milk. Marcus con- 
sidered her by quite a margin the most 
valuable animal he owned. She _ has 
three other records in excess of 600 Ibs. 
fat. 

Two of her daughters are milking as 
first calf heifers, one right at the 70-Ib. 
mark. Another as a two year old on 3X 
has 14,675 Ibs. of milk and 525.9 .lbs. of 
fat. The oldest, Jennie Matador Calam- 
ity, V.G. sired by Ormsby Della Matador, 
is the most accomplished of her daugh- 
ters. 

As stated earlier, her record of 25,906 
Ibs. of milk and 1,053.4 Ibs. of fat as a 
5-year-old made her the Ohio State 
Champion regardless of age on 3X. With 
that record she became the 64th Holstein 
in the U. S. to complete a record of 
1,000 Ibs. fat on 3X. She stands at the 
top of the 1946 Honor List in the Green 
Book in the 3X yearly division. Sons of 
hers head the John T. Westrick herd 
at Defiance, Ohio, and the John Garrow 
herd of Wauseon, O.

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Better Farming Methods 


Monthly Farm Guidance Letter for July 
By ALBERT M. WOLF Farm Consultant 


The General Outlook. The farm econ- 
omy, at the present moment, is under 
both inflationary and deflationary pres- 
sure. The inflationary factors involved 
are: (1) continued heavy consumer de- 
mand, especially for meats, which are in 
short supply; (2) government spending 
for European aid and defense; and (3) 
the extra money made available by tax 
reduction. On the deflationary side we 
have: (1) the prospect of good crops and 
increased production of manufactured 

s at home and abroad; and (2) the 
“Jet-down” in many lines due to the fact 
that production has caught up with, or 
passed demand, particularly in certain 
lines, such as wearing apparel, shoes, 
furniture, radios, and household appli- 
ancés. Besides all this there is the grow- 
ing tendency of the consuming public to 
voice its cbjections to the “gouging” that 
has been going on in the shoe, clothing, 
food, building materials, and automo- 
bile trades. A buyers’ strike staged in 
the slack months of July and August 
would most certainly shake prices down, 
and while most experts seem to discount 
this possibility, we are of the opinion 
that prices are in for a set-back in the 
near future. Not necessarily a big break, 
but one that will lower the cost of living 
somewhat. Dropping grain prices in 
early July, due to the prospects of a big 
wheat crop and better than an ordi- 
nary corn yield, may be the forerunner of 
a general drop in farm prices, with the 
possible exception of milk. 


Farm Income. ‘The estimated total re- 
ceipts of farmers for the first half of 
1948 are expected to equal 12.6 billion 
dollars of hich 8.1 billion will be for 
livestock and livestock products. Again 
emphasizing the importance of livestock 
in our agricultural economy. The pres- 
ent indications, however are that net 
farm income will be below the 1947 
level due to smaller marketings and high- 
er production costs. The index of prices 
paid by farmers, including interest and 
taxes, in mid-May was 250, nearly up to 
the January record, while the index of 
prices received by farmers averaged 289% 
of the 1909-14 average, down less than 
1% from April. 

Farm Employment. The movement 
of people from farms to the cities con- 
tinues, and with increasing mechaniza- 
tion of farms this movement will con- 
tinue. Thus a better balance will be 
created between demand and supply of 
farm products. In 1820 one farm worker 
produced enough food for 41% persons, 
while by 1945 one farm worker produced 
enough food for 141% persons. The di- 
rector of agricultural .extension in Ohio 
states that a bushel of Ohio wheat can 
now be turned out with less than half 
an hour’s work as compared with 4 hours 


work in Ohio’s first harvests, and a bush- 
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ei of corn in 45 minutes as compared 
with 3* hours in the early days. Since 
1940, farms have lost 2% million people 
to towns and cities. The spring plant- 
ing always increases the number of per- 
sons working on farms, and this spring 
34, million more workers were employed 
on April ! than during the winter, and 
on May |! had increased to 12% over 
the April Ist figure. . Even so, farm 
workers now make up less than 7% of 
the total working force in the U.S.A. and 
the total farm population is about 17% 
of the national total. 

Grains. A big grain crop this year can 


only result in lower grain prices, and 
that means lower prices for meat ani- 
mals. The prospects of unusually good 
crops in Europe means that exports for 
the year Leginning July 1 will be about 
20 to 25 per cent under the crop year 
just passed. The winter wheat crop now 
being harvested gives promise of more 
than living up to the Government esti- 
mate of its portion of the 1,192,426,000 
bushel crop. Rains in the first week of 
June broke the long May drouth and 
dispelled, at least temporarily, the danger 
of a serious crop failure. All reports in- 
dicate that the corn crop in the Corn 
Belt looks mighty good . . . lots of fields 
will be raore than “knee-high by the

Fourth,” and that means the crop is 

well advanced. 


Cash wheat reached a top of $2.56 
on June 4th and then gradually dropped 
to $2.29 at mid-month and then rose 
again to $2.39 at month end. Cash corn 
hit a top of $2.43 on June 3 and then 
dropped to $2.31 on June 7th, but at 
month end stood at $2.34. Cash oats 
brought $1.14 on June 1 and rose grad- 
ually to $1.25 on June 17, then dropping, 
to close the month at a low of $1.06\4. 
The July futures market for wheat, 
corn, oais, and soybeans was fairly steady 
for the month with highs of $2.3334; 
$2.23Y4; 95-3/8 cents; and $4.20 respec- 
tively, from 10 to 15 cents lower than 
July futures during the month of May. 
The trend toward lower grain prices is 
under way and as the harvest progresses, 
further drops are most certain to occur. 

Mill Feeds. Bran continued its drop 
during June, selling at a wholesale price 
of $63 Minneapolis, on June 24. Dried 
brewers’ grains were about $3.50 lower 
in the last week of June, selling at $61 
a ton, wholesale. Oil meals however had 
taken the opposite trend, with linseed oil 
meal at $78 Minneapolis, and soybean oil 
meal at $90 a ton, Decatur, $2 and $6 
higher respectively, than on May 19. 
With big crops in prospect in soybeans 
and wheat we can expect still lower 
prices for mill feeds. 


Milk and Dairy Products. Well, butter 


was saved by the bell. The senate, as 
we felt sure they would, conveniently 
side-tracked the bill, passed by the house, 
to repeal the tax on oleo. The senate 
did not vote on the measure in spite of 
a flood of telegrams to newspapers, at a 
cost of many thousands of dollars, urg- 
ing last ininute appeals for congressional 
action. However, if the dairy interests 
do not want to fight the unfair competi- 
tion which the oleo gang are most cer- 
tain to give them, they had better get 
busy, right now, and see that an amend- 
ment is tacked onto this bill when it 
comes up again forcing it to be sold in 
its natural white color or colored some- 
thing other than yellow. Oleo is now 
a real contender with butter due mainly 
to the fact that the cheese factories, be- 
cause of favoring prices, have consist- 
ently outbid creameries for the farmers’ 
milk in certain areas. Ten years ago, 
three pounds of butter were made for 
every pound of cheese, now the pound- 
age is about even as a result of the 
Ligher prices being obtained for cheese. 
Butter can stand fair competition, but 
the oleo interests have never been fair 
in their advertising and sales promotion 
of oleo. They have imitated the package 
and the wrapping and prattle about 
“country freshness’—what a ‘ mockery. 
Give them the right to sell yellow oleo 
and no one will know whether he is 
eating poor butter or oleo. Are we go- 
ing to let these profiteers wreck the 
dairy business? Let us tell the public

the real facts. They are entitled to know 
the truth. 

The producers’ base price for June 
was $4.623 per cwt. in the Chicago milk 
shed, $6.52 in New York and $5.95 in 
Boston—yet the quart prices for home 
delivery in these cities were 22, 23% and 
21. Something rotten—in delivery 
costs in Chicago, and most certainly 
prices are out of line to the farmer and 
consumer alike, when compared with 
New York and Boston prices. Why 
should farmers in the New York shed 
receive $1.70 more per cwt, than is paid 
in the Chicago area? Maybe the market 
administrators should have a conference 
to compaie notes. 

Retail milk prices in 24 major Cities 
averaged 0.1 cent per quart higher in 
June than in May and to all appearances 
May will be the low point for dairy 
prices for the year. Retail milk prices 
were raised 1 cent per quart in New 
York, Chicago, Detroit, Winona, Ken. 
osha and six other Wisconsin cities in 
June. November butter futures in 
Chicago reached a new all-time high of 
79.75 cents per pound on June 18, 
Butter production for the week ending 
June 17 was 31,500,000 pounds, about 10 
million pounds under the five year ay- 
erage. Cheddar cheese prices remained 
about the same as in May, namely 433, 
cents at Plymouth. Non-fat milk powders 
remain firm with demand good. Heavy 
rains during the second and third weeks 
of June in the northern tier of the mid- 
west states have relieved the drouth 
situation and halted the sale of dairy 
cows in areas where the pastures were 
badly burned. 


Beef Cattle. In October 1947 stocker 
and feeder cattle sold at an average of 
about $21 in Kansas City while average 
1100 to 1500 pound slaughter steers sold 
for $32.75 a hundredweight, a spread of 
$11.75 After this a steady rise in prices 
for both these classes of cattle continued 
until early in January of this year when 
tops of $35.50 and $27 were reached on 
these. grades. Then came the January- 
February drop in grain and meat prices 
and by Mid-April the spread had nar- 
rowed to about $3, with average stockers 
and feeders selling at $26 and average 
slaughter steers at $29. With corn and 
other feedstuffs at present prices just 
how can a cattle feeder make any money 
feeding cattle on an average spread of 
$3? The smart feeder will buy the 
cheaper, lower grade steers and feed 
them a limited grain ration while on 
good pasture. Prices on feeder cattle 
will doubtless continue high since the 
supply of Mexican cattle has been cut 
cff by the foot and mouth disease quat- 
antine. : 

Prices for choice top cattle in Chicago 
held at a high level all through the 
month of June with a low of $35.50 on 
June 1. By June 9 the price had risen 
to $38, then dropped a few dollars, but 
by June 22 had risen again to $38.90, 
only $2.10 under the all-time high of 
$41 reached in December 1947, and $8.90 
above the previous 1948 high.

Hogs. The lowest top received for 
choice barrows during June was $24.35 
on the 3rd, while the high was $28.75, 
paid on June 25, 26 and 30—the highest 
price paid for hogs since January 12, 
when $29.25 was the top for choice bar- 
rows. Take good care of your spring 
pigs, feed a well balanced ration and 
give them plenty of good alfalfa pas- 
ture. By such a feeding program you 
can reduce the cost of making 100 
pounds of pork to a minimum and boost 
your profits. The U.S.D.A. report of 
June 21 says the 1948 spring pig crop 
totaled 51,421,000 head a decrease of 3% 
from last spring, in spite of the fact that 
the number of sows farrowing was 8% 
lower. The number of pigs saved per 
litter was 6% higher than last year and 
about 3% higher than the 1947-46 
average. Apparently the nation-wide 
campaign “to save the little pigs by 
better feeding of sows in the gestation 
period and better care at farrowing” 
paid off. 

Lambs. Right now it appears that the 
feeders of lambs are in for a period of 
high prices for top lambs. The top 
price for choice lambs in May was 
$28.75, while the lowest top in June was 
$29 on June 24 with a top of $32.50 
reached on June 15. At month end the 
top was $31.50. To the flockowner who 
raises his own lambs profits will be 
good, but for the fellow who has to buy 
feeder lambs at high prices the pros- 
pects are not so rosy. 
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Poultry and Eggs. Due to more favor- 
able egg-feed price ratios it is almost 
certain that farmers will raise more 
chickens this year than was indicated in 
the U.S.D.A.’s February report of in- 
tentions. The estimate now is for a 
reduction of only 10% instead of 20% 
below the 1947 numbers. Reports from 
hatcheries indicate that in general better 
quality chicks have been purchased this 
spring. This may mean that egg pro- 
duction will be about the same as for 
the past year. Hatchings in April were 
about 7% less than in April a year ago 
and May hatchings showed about the 
same drop which was about 13% below 
the 1942-46 averages for those months. 
Indications are that June and July 
hatchings will be higher than last year, 
the demand being mostly for broiler 
chicks. 

Prices received by farmers for eggs in 
mid-May averaged 41.5 cents per dozen, 
the highest May price of record, com- 
pared with 40.7 cents a year ago and a 
1937-46 average of 24 cents. Total egg 
storage stocks are above last year, but 
well below average. The average prices 
received by farmers in mid-May for 
chickens and turkeys averaged 28.5 and 
37.5 cents per pound live weight re- 
spectively, compared with 27.9 and 29.3 
cents a year ago. The egg-feed and 
chicken-feed ratios were considerably less 
favorable than a year ago, or the 10 year 
average. Aggregate egg production for 


the first 5 months of this year, for the 


country as a whole was 27,450,000,000 
eggs, only 2%.less than for the same per- 
iod last year, but 13% above average. 

Farm Safety. Statistics indicate that 
an accident occurs on some farm every 
three minutes. More fatal accidents oc- 
cur in agricultural pursuits than in any 
cther occupation. Isn’t it about time 
that every farmer did something about 
removing this black mark on agricul- 
ture’s otherwise brilliant record? When 
more than 18,000 farm workers are 
killed in one year and 15 times as many 
suffer disability for varying lengths of 
time in the course of carrying out their 
duties—it is high time every farmer 
started a safety campaign of his own. 
Here are just a few suggestions for a 
10-point Safety Campaign: 

1. Stop before entering any road or 
highway. Better be safe than sorry. 

2. Never allow riders on Tractors. 

3. Never start fires with gasoline. 

4. Check all ladders and stairs periodi- 
cally for loose rungs and treads. 

5. Never allow smoking in barns. 

6. Don’t get your feet tangled up in 
hay ropes—it is a poor way to get a raise. 

7. See that floor boards in barns are 
securely nailed. 


8. Speak to animals before entering 
stalls. 

9. Handle bulls with a staff—you can’t 
push on a rope. 


10. Check nuts and bolts on all ma- 
chinery, constantly.

Tuberculosis in cattle on New York 
State farms has been reduced to .15 of 
one percent as determined by Herd tests 
during the 12 months ending April 1, Dr. 
E. V. Moore, Assistant Commissioner of 
the Department of Agriculture and Mar- 
kets revealed in an address to the 
county supervisors of the Farmers Home 
Administration. 


“As evidence of the need for constant 
vigilance,” he said, “during the last 
fiscal year which ended April 1, we tested 
50,006 herds comprising 1,075,067 cattle 
of which 1,644 or .15 of one percent re. 
acted. In other words, 15 reactors jn 
each 10,000 tested. 


“This state has spent more than sixty 
million dollars in addition to the million 
spent by its counties and the Federal 
government to reduce the average infec. 
tion from 26.6 percent to the present low 
incidence but there is a lot of hard 
work yet to be done before bovine tuber- 
culosis is completely eradicated.” 

Reporting in the progress of the cam 
paign against brucellosis in cattle, Dr. 
Moore made this observation: 


“Since its inauguration, our calf vac- 
cination program has been requested by 
nearly 60,000 owners. We have vaccin- 
ated more than 600,000 calves. We are 
now vaccinating more than one-half of 
all the calves being raised annually in 
New York State. In the 12 months end- 
ing April 1 this year, more than 160,000 
calves were vaccinated. Veterinarians and 
breeders generally are agreed that storms 
of brucellosis are much less common than 
they were just a few years ago. Now that 
we have a large percentage of the cattle 
in our breeding and milk producing 
herds vaccinated, we see definite results. 


“Livestock public health is econom- 
ically sound. It makes it possible for a 
dairyman to protect his investment and 
make more profit, to greatly reduce the 
inconvenience of nursing sick animals 
and gives him the personal satisfaction of 
owning a sound herd.”

Idaho's newly-crowned “champion of 
champions” for production of both 
milk and butterfat is BONNIE BRAR 
PERFECTION _SPOFFORD = 2146199 
owned by Roy Eddlemon of Nampa, 
Idaho. This daughter of a highly-proven 
Governor of Carnation son has just com. 
pleted an A. R. record on twice a day 
milking of 972.2 pounds of butterfat from 
23,637.5 pounds of milk testing 4.11% 
in 365 days as a seven-year-old. 

The Brattleboro office has just an- 
nounced that “Perfection’s” record 
makes her the Idaho state champion for 
milk and butterfat in the twice a day 
milking division regardless of age. This 
record is also one of the half dozen high- 
est ever made in the Gem state regard. 
less of milking frequency. 

Previous to her latest record, “Perfec. 
tion” had been dry just 48 days follow- 
ing a DHIA record as a six-year-old of 
917.7 pounds of butterfat, 23,289 pounds 
of milk in 305 days which made her 
the leading producer in Idaho DHIA 
testing last year. 

With these consecutive production per- 
formances far surpassing any two-time 
records ever chalked up in Idaho be. 
fore, the Eddlemon cow also ranks 
among the greatest producers of all time 
in the Far West in the two-time division. 

Both these records were made without 
benefit of any special feed or care. Per- 
fection was never milked more than two 
times a day, even at the start of either 
record. She was never box-stalled, was 
outside with the rest of Eddlemon’s 
herd every day of both her records. Her 
grain ration was a simple home mixed 
one and at no time during either rec- 
ord was she fed more than 12 pounds 
of grain a day. She consumed “all she 
could eat” of choice Idaho alfalfa hay 
and corn silage and was on excellent 
pasture for about seven months of each 
record. 

Full credit for the records belongs to 
Mr. Eddlemon, an excellent caretaker, 
whose 23-cow herd has just completed 
a year’s DHIA average of 485 pounds of 
butterfat on two-time milking. 

Eddlemon is a relatively newcomer to

about four years ago. Eddlemon plans 
to build his Edroy Farm herd around 
the Perfection cow. He has three of her 
daughters and two granddaughters so 
far. 

Bonnie Brae Perfection Spofford was 
pred by Bonnie Brae Farm of Meridian, 
Idaho, owned by Ethel J. and Gerald L. 
McFarlaucl. Perfection is the highest 
record daughter of Carnation Governor 
Spoftord 754863, the sixth Silver Medal 
Production Sire under the new rules. The 
Spofford bull, who died last winter, was 
sired by Governor of Carnation and his 
dam was Carnation Inka Spofford May, 
the third highest record daughter of Sir 
Inka May, with 1121 pounds of butter- 
fat. The first 26 two-year-old daughters 
of the Spofford bull in the McFarland 
herd averaged 450 pounds of fat, 2X. 
The perfection cow made an even 500 
pounds of fat as a two-year-old. Other 
Spofford caughters produced as high as 
576 pounds of fat as first calf heifers. 
The high daughters of the Spofford bull 
in mature form in the Bonnie Brae 
Farm herd include two with records 
over 700 pounds of fat, and six with 
records ranging from 640 to 690 pounds 
of fat, all twice a day milking.

Jean Nicolet, a hardy Frenchman, was 
the first white man to set foot on what 
is now Wisconsin soil.

First settled in 1670 by traders and

Special attention is called to the rules 
regarding the number of animals tested 
and the proper identification of animals 
Certificates of registry 
should be readily available on the farm 
where the cattle are tested.

Following is a copy of the letter ad- 
dressed to the Superintendent of Official 
Dairy Production Testing and that was 
mailed to them by Secretary-Treasurer 
G. A. Bowling of the Purebred Dairy 
Cattle Asociation following the meeting 
of the Executive Committee of that or- 
ganinzation on April 19, 1948: 

“At a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Purebred Dairy Cattle As- 
sociation held in Albany, New York on 
April 19, and which was attended by the 
secretaries of the five member dairy 
breeds, I was instructed to call the 
following to your attention: 

“Since the beginning of the war years, 
certain rules applying to Advanced 
Registry and Herd Tests were relaxed to 


meet the apparent testing crisis due to 
a shortage of testers. It was assumed 
that as soon as the war was over there 
would be an abundance of labor inter- 
ested in testing and that the strict in- 
terpretation of the testing rules could 
be adhered to. Such, however, was not 
the immediate case, and the emergency 
rules are in force in some states to the 
present time. 

“The Executive Committee of the 
Purebred Association, however, is of the 
opinion that we are perhaps in a period 
of normalcy as far as employment is 
concerned and that the labor situation 
as it relates to official testing may not 
improve. For this reason we are re- 
questing that you enforce all of the 
rules of official testing as they were 
approved yecently by the American 
Dairy Science Association and the Pure- 
bred Dairy Cattle Association and that 
they be especially adhered to in regard 
to the number of animals tested and the 
proper identification of animals that are 
on test.

Of 
her sons, one turned out to be a non- 
breeder, and the other broke a leg be- 
fore he had been used much.

Lady Augusta, that is now the mother 
of four Excellent daughters, and one Very 
Good one. Last vear when we visited Me. 
Donald Farms they asked us $100,000 for 
the five daughters of the old cow. Ay 
that time it looked like that was enough 
money to buy the whole of Cortland, 
but recently some of us did some figur. 
mig and we came up with the conclusion 
that for a man who had the money, and 
wanted to breed top cattle, we could not 
think of a better buy. 


Sam Chinn, a machinist with nine 
cows, holds the reputation in our country 
for calling his shots in picking his cows. 
A few years back he purchased a long. 
legged, slender bodied, three-year-old 
heifer for $220. After making the pur- 
chase, some of us were kidding him about 
his stringy heifer. Sam said, “Go ahead 
boys, and have your fun, but I want to 
tell you now that heifer has a potential 
900 lb. record in her.” We deviled him 
to let us in on how he knew, and this 
is what he told us, “She has a long, slen- 
der rat-tail, she has a lean hungry look 
to her head, she has an opening in her 
stifle joint that you can stick two fingers 
into, ani she shows great quality in the 
hair around her udder and flank.” Three 
years later. when Sam’s cow finished her 
third consecutive 900 lb record, we all 
came to realize that perhaps Sam was 
looking deeper into a cow than we were. 


Jake Tanis has one of the greatest pro- 
ducing herds in America. He purchased a 
great percentage of the cows he is now 
using as a foundation. Jake was _ inter- 
ested in production, and I have seen 
him turn down cows at sales because he 
said they lacked production. I have fol- 
lowed these cows to their new homes to 
discover that Jake knew what he was talk- 
ing about. In other words, he sees more 
in cows than the average man. 

Ben Riegel was not a cow man, but a 
business man. He took a liking to Green 
Meadow Melba, with 963 lbs. of fat as 
a two-year-old. On the advice of cow 
men, he purchased the cow from Arthur 
Galusha for $8,000. From that purchase 
Riegeldale Farms have now realized over 
$85.000 from direct descendants, besides 
having two daughters and a son left in 
the herd. While Mr. Riegel did not 
know cows, yet he got the advice of cow 
men before he spent his money. 

From this let men say that the man 
who wins in this business must be able 
to see further into a cow than the other 
fellow. If he has not paid the initiation 
fee of experience in the cow business, 
then he had better pay it by hiring some: 
one who knows how to advise him. I 
know of 2 number of herds that have 
been breeding Guernseys for 20 years, 
and it is my honest opinion that their 
cows now are no better than they were 
the first time I saw them. 

Waiting for the dream bull to come 
along that will improve your herd and 
put you on top is a grand idea. but in the 
mewitime remember that the fellow who 
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gets Lwe such bulls in a lifetime gets 
move than his share. This bull business 
js fascinating. During our last trip 
East we found five young sires whose 
daughters were under question, and in 
each case we were informed that the next 
crop would be better. Anyway why 
shouldn’t they? When you find the weak- 
nesses of a bull, and attempt to mate 
him to cows that will strengthen those 
weaknesses, that is breeding. How many 
times have you heard of a young bull 
being labelled “not good enough,” to 
find in about three years that he comes 
out as being a satisfactory sire? A num- 
ber of years back I served on the bull 
committee of an artificial insemination 
associaticn. We went to a farm to look 
at the daughters of a bull. The produc- 
tion records showed the bull to be quite 
a preduction sire. When we looked at 
his daughters their udders were not good 
their tvwpe was not good, but they did 
have sive and production. -I called the 
bull not good enough, the other men .all- 
ed bim O.K., and he was purchased and 
put into the breeding ring. I figured out 
that since I was a breeder I was inter- 
ested in 2 bull that would breed a com- 
bination of production, udders and size, 
while the other fellows were only inter- 
ested in whether the bull’s daughters 
would pruduce so that the men using the 
bull could make a milk profit. 

Well, it is for this very reason that 
a man who buys bulls should align him- 
self with a farm that is attempting to im- 
prove the breed, and stick with that farm. 
| heard of a man who has one bull for 
every five females. He is a discriminating 
bull buver, buying only those bulls that 
are out of Very Good or Excellent dams. 
When I think of the number of farms 
he has represented in his bull barn, I 
am afraid he will get some of everyone’s 
troubles and very few of their good 
points before he gets through. 

If you are a breeder, find a farm as 
close to you as possible that has the 
kind of cows and blood lines you like; 
te a regular visitor at that farm, and 
discuss your problems with the fellow 
who is furnishing the brains to keep that 
farm on top. Buy your bulls out of cows 
that hav: proved their ability to trans- 
mit their own excellence. In most 
cases, she should be a better cow than any 
you have in your herd. If you get stuck, 
go back to the same farm and see if 
you cannot get the thing worked out. 
No breeder likes to see a man using a 
bull carrying his name that has turned 
cut to be a dud. 


Just because you get a bull from the 
neighboring state does not mean that 
he will be a better bull than that you 
have purchased closer to home. Another 
thought along this line is, if there are 
certain families in your community try 
'o fit into those families. Right next to 
us we have a fellow breeding another 
Strain. He has good cows, but I have 
hever yet been able to take him a bull 
buyer. We have breeders who come to 
our farm to get something in the Stead- 
fast line, and when we cannot supply 
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them, then we try to sell them some- 
thing from our neighbors. My friend 
with the cther strain would be _ better 
off in a community that was breeding 
that particular family. 

Make a business of studying your cat- 
tle and those around you.. When you 
discover something wrong in your herd, 
do something about it. I know a breeder 
who some 20 years back was quite suc- 
cessful at the State Fair. Ever since then 
when you visit his herd he will tell you 
this animal or that one is a granddaugh- 
ter or great granddaughter of a State 
Fair winner. He is living in the past, 
aud his herd shows it. 

Perhaps you cannot have as good look- 


ing a herd as your neighbor, but you 
might try. We should all be closer 
friends of the butcher. 

In conclusion, I understand we are go- 
ing through this life only once, and since 
most of us in the dairy business probably 
will stay in it, it is up to us to work 
with the best we can afford. A good 
cow is a pleasure and a joy to work with 
because everyone who sees her will like 
hér, while on the other hand a_ poor 
one makes us very self-conscious and 
brings in very little profit. 

Breeding Guernsey cattle is big busi- 
ness. The sky is the limit. The more 
energy, time, brains and capital you put

Testing, classification and extension must 
be subsidized. 


During the past year our Association 
has participated in the activities of The 
Purebred Dairy Cattle Association. Most 
important were those of the Dairy Cattle 
Breeding Research Council which had 
been instituted for the purpose of co 
operating with the experiment stations 
and colleges for research in Dairy Cattle 
Breeding in its broadest phases such as 
production, reproduction, type, and eco- 
nomics of dairy farming. It has been 
decided to establish a Research Founda- 
tion as highly necessary in the pursuit 
of these objectives. A certificate has been 
crafted under the laws of Delaware and 
a board of trustees about completed. Mr. 
Owen D. Young will represent us on 
that board. We trust that this Dairy 
Cattle Breeding Foundation may fune- 
tion in the near future. 

A new set of rules and regulations 
governing artificial insemination in pure- 
bred herds was approved by the Pure- 
bred Dairy Cattle Association. The im- 
portance of these regulations is empha- 
sized by the figures prepared by the 
Bureau of Dairy Industry, Washington, 
D. C. Organized artificial breeding as- 
sociations during 1947 included 224,494 
herds totaling 1,184,168 females artifi- 
cially inseminated, and such _ organiza- 
tions have 1,743,000 females listed for 
breeding in 1948. You will note that 
these figures do not include the many 
breeders practicing artificial insemina- 
tion outsice recognized organized groups. 

The Purebred Dairy Cattle Association 
has been very helpful in establishing 
uniform iules for production, testing 
and herd type classification. It has also 
been helpful in promoting the interests 
of breeders in the problems of inter- 
state health regulations, taxation and 
foot and mouth disease, and in the 
battle to retain the federal oleo laws. 
Most of these problems are the problems 
of all breeds and of the livestock in- 
dustry as a whole. I wish to state that 
in the bzttle against oleo, your direc- 
tors, the staff at Brattleboro and many 
of our members have given freely of 
their time and efforts. 

We believe the purebred Holstein cow 
is the greatest and most efficient machine 
for transforming cereals and grasses into 
food for human consumption. However, 
we feel that she is entitled to fair rules 
of play in the world of competition. In 
New York State since 1940 the state 
marketing order in the Rochester and 
Buffalo markets has been under attack 
by the management of thé N. Y. Guern- 
sey Breeders Cooperative. They first 
claimed exemption from pooling their 
milk, and then claimed a premium 
should be paid them from the pool, 
giving them returns higher than is paid 
dairymen with other breeds or even 
Gurensey producers in other associations. 
We have opposed this claim in hearings 
and court action over a period of sev 
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eral years. On July 2, 1947, the court 
of appeals handed down their decision 
reversing the previous order allowing a 
special differential based on higher cost of 
production. The case was remanded to 
the Commissioner to take new evidence 
gnd make findings of his own in which 
a special differential might be granted 
if the evidence seemed to warrant it. 
No further action has been taken since 
that time. I understand that a hearing 
will be held on June 8th in Buffalo, and 
we will be represented at that hearing. 


The outlook for the future of the Hol- 
stein industry appears very promising. 
Numbers of milk cows on farms declined 
throughout 1947 and the average num- 
ber for the year was 23,900,000, the low- 
est since 1940. The sustained high price 
for beef has provided a real opportunity 
to weed out the less desirable animals 
end this should continue for a long time 
to come. 


The percentage of milk consumed as 
fluid ani cream has steadily increased 
since 194}, and there are real opportun- 
ities for expanding our markets for 
powdered and skim milk. 


My experience as a diversified farmer 
has afforded me an opportunity to ob- 
serve the marketing characteristics of 
many agricultural commodities and I 
assure you there are few that offer the 
promise and stability of the dairy in- 
dustry. In my own state of New York, 
the dairy industry normally accounts 
for about 50% of the total agricultural 
income. However, during the depres- 
sion years of the thirties, the dairy in- 
dustry accounted up to 67% of the total 
agricultural income of our state. 


The year past will always be a mem- 
orable one because of the events it 
recorded. It is with the greatest sense of 
regret that we mourn the passing of our 
most valued and faithful breeder, Paul 
Stewart. His life and his service to our 
breed has created a lasting influence on 
our future. May we rise for a moment 
of solemn prayer. 


Our Association wish to express our 
appreciation to the local committee who 
Rave done so much to make our visit 
here the success that it is. I wish to 
acknowledge the splendid cooperation of 
our directors and our staff at Brattle- 
boro, our field men and the many breed- 
ers who have made this a most pleas- 
urable year for me. I thank you.

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Productive Pastures Essential 


By H. A. MacDONALD, Ithaca 


Productive pasture is a cornerstone of 
the dairy industry. The future of this 
farm enterprise in the Northeastern 
United States may well depend upon the 
extent to which pastures can contribute 
to the livestock feed program. No other 
crop is produced with so little cash out- 
lay or expenditure of human effort. At 
the same time few crops equal good 
pasture in feed value. 

Much research has been done in re- 
cent years on the establishment and use 
of pasture, but there are yet many un- 
solved problems. Much of the pasture 
land in New York is difficult or impos- 
sible to plow. Other land, however, 
now in run-out meadows, could more 
profitably be in pasture. In many areas 
pasture can and should compete with 
other crops on the best soil on the farm. 

Rotation Pastures More Productive 

Recent investigations at Ithaca have 
shown that rotation or short-term pas- 
tures are more productive than perman- 
ent pasture. This does not mean, ho 
ever, that permanent pasture can or 
should be abandoned. Much farm land is 
ideally suited to permanent pasture use. 
Permanent pastures can be improved and 
will remain a major asset to the live- 
stock industry. 

Many native pastures are very weedy, 
contain inferior grasses, and little legume. 
Much work has been done in an at- 
tempt to renovate such pastures. Where 
plants such as bluegrass and _ white 
clover were present much improvement 
has been made by fertilization alone. 
With adequate liming and fertilization 
where needed, the vegetation of such 
pastures has been changed to predomi- 
nately desirable species. On rough stony 
aieas this may be the only feasible means 
ot improvement. 

Renovation Slow 

Investigations during the past few 
years have shown that the renovation of 
unproductive pastures may be a_ slow 
and rather unsatisfactory process. Sur- 
face seeding of superior grasses in the 
existing vegetation has not given good 
results. The surface seeding of legumes 
has not been successful except where the 
vegetation was open and the soil ade- 
quately fertilized. Of the legumes in- 
vestigated, white clover has established 
better than any other in an existing graz- 
éd pasture. In some pastures Ladino 
clover has been fairly well established. 
In all instances the establishment of 
glasses and legumes has been best when 
the soil was prepared to some extent. 
Ladino clover and birdsfoot trefoil have 
been established successfully in a tim- 
cthy pasture where the fertility was ade- 
quate after a light discing. Where no 
soil cover was provided or where the area 
Was not fertilized, no establishment was 
obtained. In all instances the more sur- 
face tillage performed before seeding the 
more successful has been the seeding. 
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Best results have been obtained where 
the renovation procedure entirely killed 
the existing vegetation. In such cases 
the cost was equal to or greater than 
that for plowing and fitting a normal 
seedbed. This study has shown that, at 
best, renovation is a half-way measure 
which should be resorted to when the 
full preperation of a seedbed is not pos- 
sible. It may much improve an area 
which cannot be plowed but which can 
be surface-tilled. 
Nitrogen Important 

In establishing pasture seedings, growth 

is often poor. Recent trials have shown 


that in many instances nitrogen is a 
limiting factor for the growth of le- 
gumes as well as for grasses. Alfalfa, La- 
dino clover, and birdsfoot trefoil made 
better growth in the seedling stage when 
nitrogen was included in the fertilizer 
at the time of seeding. This was particu- 
larly important on soils of low fertility 
where a grass crop had been grown the 
previous vear. A legume cannot fix its 
own nitrogen until it has become well 
established. 


Different species and mixtures require 
quite different grazing management if 
maximum production is to be obtained. 
The grazing management ideally suited 
to a Kentucky bluegrass—white clover
